State Assembly 
To Pass Upon The 
Recommendation 

The selection of this college 
for the establishment of a Vir- 
ginia Liberal Arts college for 
women co-ordinate with the 
University of Virginia, was rec- 
ommended in the report of the 
General Assembly Commission 
on a Liberal Arts college, made 
public a few weeks ago. This 
recommendation will be passed 
upon by the State Assembly, 
which meets on January 13. If 
approval of this recommenda- 
tion is given by the State the 
developing of the Liberal Arts 
college will be gradual. The 
change will cover a period of 
three years, and it will there- 
fore be four years before the 
purely Liberal Arts college be- 
gins its first year as such. Un- 
til that time the college will be 
operated on the same present 
basis, but the Liberal Art work 
will be started next year. 

There is provision in the 
recommendation for fourteen 
additional professors. The first 
year's annual appropriation for 
administration purposes would 
be $45,000 more than the pres- 
ent annual expenditures. There 
will he a $16,000 capital outlay 
for laboratories and library 
equipment. 

The recommendation that the 
college be changed into a Lib- 
eral Arts college is only the de- 
cision of the Commission. How- 
ever, it gives Fredericksburg a 
tremendous advantage over 
the other state sites which were 
offered. It is the belief that 
Danville, Lynchburg and Har- 
risonburg will protest that de- 
cision of awarding the college 
to Fredericksburg. 

No definite effort has been 
made to select a name for the 
new college, but it has been ten- 
tatively suggested that "Mary 
Washington College for Wom- 
en" be chosen as it is in keeping 
with the historical association 
of the city. 

For four years a local com- 
mittee, headed by Mayor J. H. 
M. Willis, has been working to 
have the new college at Fred-
